A few days ago his condition became 


«uch that his physicians said he was 
likely to die at anytime or might 
linger for several months. Up to a few 
days ago Justice Peckham 
showed 


much strength and win able to be 
about the house.

nouncetnent of the death of Justice 
Peckham, while expected, came as a 
shock to his associates on the bench 
and in official circles. Everywhere ex- 
pressions of regret were heard. 


Justice Peckham waa a Democrat,

Emperor Nicholas replied that he was 


touched by th* cordiality of his re- 
ception. His visit to this beautiful 
country had realized a wish dear to 
his heart, and he only regretted that 
the condition of her health had pre- 
vented the empress from coming with 
him. The manner in which he had been 
received in Italy, he said, was char- 
acteristic of the Italian people, whose 
interests are in common with those of 
Russia, while the 
participation 
of 


Russia in the worldwide sympathy for 
Italy In her recent misfortune and the 
giatitude shown in Italy for what the 
Russian* had 
done were eloquent 


proofs of the ever-growing regard be- 
tween the two nations. 


The emperor expressed 
confidence 


that the Russian and Italian govern- 
ments could labor efficaciously to cui- 
thate this sympathetic bond, which 
not onlv w ouUl lead to an agreement in 
their reciprocal interests but also to 
a genet al peace. He ended by toasting 
th<> Italian royal f imlly and the great* 
ne«* of the beautiful country whose 
hospitalit> he enjoyed.

to the convicts- themselves, that it is a wonder the 
jtlan wa* net adopted long ago. In the State Peni- 
tentiary at Canon City are hundreds of able-bodied 
men wfcoai punishment Is unnecessarily intensified 
by their close confinement. They are not merely 
•willing to work on the roads they are so anxiou* 
that they clamor for a chance, for to them it means 
comparative freedom, life in the open, an abundance 
«f exercise with better health and better spirits. It 
lighten* the burden of their Imprisonment and car- 
ries the added incentive of a reduction of ten days 
from their sentence tor every thirty days worked 
on *h« read. It la not necet ary to drive these men 
to work, for they ar» so glad Of the chance th*t 
each of them puts in an honest eight hours daily, 
and their forei»«n decides that they work more 
lalthfully th»ri most free workmen who are paid 
$2. SO a Jay for the same cl"" of labor. 


SOLUTION 
OF fit*-: R0>*» 


There is no reason why, in- 


stead of using only fifty or one 
hundred convicts in this way, the 
State should not employ practi- 
cal 1> all of the able-bodied in- 


mates of the penitentiary. The objections usually 
i»ade to convict labor do not apply in vtbis case, for 
these men are not competing with free labor in any 
sense.

The people of Porto Rico today will 


welcome to their insular paradise Col. 
George B Colton, the fifth American 
governor of the territory. Occupied 
by the military forces of the United 
States during the war with Spain in 
1W8, Porto Rico was restored to civil 
government In 1900. Thus it has been 
^iine years In the family of Untie Sam, 
but it must be admitted that Its treat- 
ment has been that of a stepchild. Al- 
though the American flag floats over 
Porto Rico and the American Congress 
legislates for the island, its people are 
not American citizens and receive no 
protection whatever from the Wash- 
ington government when they leave 
their native island. Commercially, Por- 
to Rico was given tardy justice, but 
even now Its business is threatened

Against the United States. France Is 
the principal market for Porto Rican 
coffee, and a tariff war between the 
United States and that country would 
very seiiously affect the fortunes of 
Porto Rleo.

In Porto Rico has been of vast benefit 
to the people, and there is no dl^posi- 
tion on their part to be disloyal. They 
appreciate the educational and sani- 
tary advantages which came with the 
American flag, and they would not re- 
tuin to the Spanish regime.

government for relief from those in- 
tolerable conditions. President Roose- 
velt and President Tan have declared 
that it is simple Justice to giant the 
Porto Rlcans citizenship. No specific 
arguments have been advanced In op- 
position. Congress has simply refused 
to answer the Porto Rlcan plea. 
Speaker Cannon Is opposed to the cit- 
izenship law. 


Many able lawyers hold that 
the 


Porto Ricans are citicens of the United 
States by reason of the transfer of 
sovereignty from Spate to the United 
States. The Washing Ion government, 
however, has consistently refused to 
take this view of the matter, which 
would operate to place Porto Rico en- 
tirely under the constitution 
Three 


times ca-es involving the question of 
citisenship have come before the Unit- 
ed States supreme court but in each 
Instance ,rhe court decided the main' 
question without reaching the collat- 
eral iasue "of idtlEenshlp. A mandamus 
suit to compel the department of state 
to issue a passport to a Porto Rican 
Is now on the program, and if thin 
is carried to the supreme court there 
must be a ruling on the question.

And the result was that 
Havana at one time was forced to 
quarantine against the United States 
because the American ports had not 
taken steps to destroy mosquitoes. The 
American administration 
In Havana 


practically ended the ravages of ma- 
laria in that section, and yet the rich- 
est agricultural lands in the United 
States are Idle because the malarial 
mosquito !• there intrenched and man 
has not attacked Its stronghold. 


Fighting- 


In Porto Rico, much has been ac- 


complished In the same line, although 
little has been said about 
It. 
The 


Americans found the rural population 
of Porto Rico suffering with that type 
of anemia resulting from the presence 
of the parasite known an um !n«rls, 
or "hook worm." A study wan made 
of the disease, and in due rour«r of 
time, under the direction of a commis- 
sion, a comprehensive scheme -of bring- 
ing relief and treatment to the nuffer- 
ers was launched. The magnitude of 
the work and the value of the renults 
U indicated by the statistics 
which

Commission utations received for treat 
merit 11.000 patients, M per cent of 
whom were white 
Of this number 


over 26,000 were entirely cured, It, 000

The Porto 


Rlcan schools now have an enrollment 
of 70,000 pupils as compared with the 
25.000 of th* last year of the Spanish 
regime. 
The schools have -been In- 


creased in effectiveness in even greater 
atlo. As In the Philippines, the' teach- 
ing of the English language is an es- 
sential feature of the educational pro- 
gram, and the next generation «f Porto 
Ricans will be brought into closer re- 
lations with the home country through 
the medium of a common tongue. 


Politics on Island. 


Politics in Porto Rico, ts In all Latin 


countries, is difficult for. an Anglo- 
Saxon to discusn with patience. Yet 
It is really a difference in the point of 
view which causes friction. Th* two 
houses of the legislature last spring 
failed tt> ftsr-ee on the bMget.'fcnd ad- 
journed. A special scstlon called by 
the governor also failed to pass the ap- 
propriation bills. Much was made of 
the incident and it was declared that it 
proved the Porto Ricans unfit even to 
have a legislature, but such short- 
elgted criticism did not take Into ac- 
count the fact that even the Congress 
of the United States once did the same 
thing, and that the House of Commons 
and the House of Lords in England are 
not too highly dvillied to d<-°&Tee 
about a budget. 


However the situation in Porto Rico 


cannot do lasting harm, because Con- 
gtess Immediately p^^aed a bill pro- 
viding tn»t an amount equal to the 
sums appropriated In the last budget 
shall be deemed to be appropriated 
for any year which the legislature 
fails or refuses to provide. This pro- 
vision appropriates a lump sum, and 
leaves the governor free to divide that 
amount among the \arioua depart- 
ments of the government as he sees fit. 
If the old bill had been carried over 
exactly, sums appropriated for build- 
ing ro«d« and the like wonld not be 
available as the work could not be 
done twice. 


Desire Citi£e»>iiip. 


I'nder the present arrangement the 


governor has wide latitude and will be 
enabled to spend the revenues of th>- 
island to the best advantage. One of 
the reasons for the dispute between 
the two houses, the lower of which is 
entirely Porto Rlcan, while the upper 
is American, was that the Porto 
Rlcans objected to paying the salaries 
and expenses of the federal judges 
They pointed out that 
the United 


States paid the expenses of Its judicial 
machinery in the several states, and 
that H wa« unfair to t.ix the coat to 
Porto Rico in this territory The issue 
1*' not an important one, however, and 
now that Congress has given the gov- 
ernor such great power, and has placed 
the Island back under the protecting 
care of the. Bureau of Insular Affairs, 
all the political tangles soon will be 
straightened out.

T, Stalford, 124 East Wil- 


lamette avenue, who has been appoint- 
ed by the lesgue to i^-present It in 
Colorado Springs. 


Its organization was first undertaken 


in 1901 by the LeWto^PuWishing com- 
pany of University City, St. Louis, 
whloh is responsible for, and In full 
control of the plan, until its organisa- 
tion I* completed, when the league will 
be permanently established under a 
trust agreement to be approved by the 
member*. 


Karly In 1809, six other leading pub- 


lishing houses 
were invited to co- 


operate under the plan, so far as the 
subscription end Is concerned, and 73 
other leading Journals of the country 
hate made application to join the 
proposition, which may ultimately be 
thrown open to ail acceptable publica- 
tions 


The plan of th* leaguo Is to effect a 


permanent, national subscription or 
sales organisation for reputable pub- 
lishers, one-half of the income going 
to the publisher*, who receive 50 per 
cent of their *ub*criptton price net 
cash; and the other half to the leagu*. 


It Is estimated that the annual gross 


subscription 
Income of the leading 


magazines and Journals of general cir- 
culation In this country exceeds $60,- 
000,000. It is also estimated that the 
publishers etch year, spend a large 
part of It to secure and renew this sub- 
scription by mean* of endless schemes, 
premiums, etc. COu4»arti\ely onlM a 
few years ago, all journalism was en- 
tirely on a subscription basis, adver- 
tisements not being- accepted at all by 
reputable publishers. Todaj It is en- 
tirely on an advertising b.*,«is, the sub- 
scription income playing a nominal 
part. 


Higher 8**ndard. 


The promoter* of the league take the 


stand that to the great -journals of 
general circulation is given thu mission 
to take the lead in making culture. 
art and education the keynote of this 
century, as commercialism has been 
that of the past one, placing thepp local 
women's clubs on a self-supporting 
business basi?. 
The league plan is 


effecting a permanent co-operative na- 
tional organization between the leading 
publishing houses as the manufacturer 
and these thousands of local ol«bs, 
societies and guilds as thp sales or- 
ganization. on a • mutually beneficial 
and profitable basis.

As soon as this Is done the ap- 
plicant Is a member for life without 
other dues or requirement?, and la en- 
titled for life to all rights and benefits 
of the league. 


The local chapter » ill receive for Its 


Income and maintenance 25 per cept 
of the renewal subscription Income of 
all the publications that comes from 
its territory. Its secretary will be a 
paid official selected by the members, 
whose duty It Is to look after the re- 
newal of all subscriptions In the Juris- 
diction of this league from year to 
year. A permanent house Is erected for 
these chapters as quickly as they com- 
ply with the requirements. 


Any woman's Oiganliatton. or sev- 


eral separate ones, by becoming mem- 
bers of the league, may secure the im- 
mediate erection of a chapter house, In 
si«e and co*t proportionate to the mem- 
bership. With Its charter (ranted and 
chapter house erected the local chap- 
ter is given entire freedom and home
